ON LEAGUE EMBARGO 


LONDON, March 18.—Joachim Von Ribbentrop, head 
of the German delegation to the Locarno discussions here, 
told the Associated Press tonight he would inform the 
League Council tomorrow that “Germany is in the Rhine- 
land to stay, regardless of any moves by the league or Lo- 
carno powers.” 


LONDON, March 18—Italy announced 
officially today that she would join in no 
sanctions against Germany based on 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler’s denunciation of 
the Locarno treaty. This announcement 
was conveyed to a public session of the 
League of Nations’ council by Dino Grandi, 
Premier Mussolini’s ambassador. 

Ambassador Grandi declared that Italy fully recognizes 
that Germany had committed a treaty violation, “but you 
cannot expect my country, after what happened at Geneva, 
to take any measures which are incompatible with or in con- 


tradiction to our ideas.” 
He was referring specifically to the League of Nations’ 
sanctions against Italy for her war with Ethiopia. 


Tangled European Situation Deadlocked 

The Italian statement of position fell upon the ears of 
representatives of Locarno treaty signatories who were 
deadlocked in their attempts to straighten out the tangled 
European crisis. The French were opposed to consideration 
of a British proposal for a temporary Franco-German de-

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‘VENIZELOSIN 
EXILE DIES IN 
PARIS RETREAT : 


Noted Greek Statesman 
Passes After Short 


Illness

PARIS, March 18—Eleutherios 

Venizelos, 72, former premier and 
“Father of the Greek Republic” 
which has now become a mon- 
archy, died in self-imposed exile 
today after a short illness. 

His wife and two sons, Sophocles 
and Kiriadeis, were at his bedside 
when he succumbed at 850 am. 
(3,50 a.m. E.S.T.) to complications 
arising from a slight attack of in- 
fluenza early this month. 

The statesman's health had been 
generally poor since he came to 
Paris after the failure of the Greek 
revolution of March, 1935, resulted 
in restoration of the monarchy and 
wrecked the hopes of the Republi: | 
cans, 

Venizelos, generally regarded as 
one of the greatest statesmen of | 
modern times, “passed painlessly”, 
his physicians announced 

His condition had grown worse 
last Friday; the physicians said hi 
heart failed to stand the strain of 
the illness, and the patient lapsed 
yesterday into semi-consciousness, 
from which he was never aroused. 

Death in exile closed Venizelos’ 
career just as his followers were 
hoping for his return from his sec- 
ond retirement. 


ATTEMPT ON LIFE 

Venizelos quit politics after an 
attempt was made on his life in 
1933, and retired to his native Crete 
to end his days in peace, but he did 
not stay there long 

After the collapse of the March 
revolution, which he headed, Veni- 
zelos fled from the island south of 
Greece to Paris 

“Greece will never see me again,’ 
Venizelos declared. He took up his 
headquarters here. Death sentence 
was passed upon him during his 
exile 

After King George was recalled | 
to the throne, the monarch par- | 
doned Venizelos, granting him an | 
amnesty.

‘SCHOOL BILL 
AMENDMENTS 
BROUGHT DOWN 


Premier Introduces Im- 
portant Legislation on 


Educational Matters 


Widespread, far - reaching 
changes in the Alberta rural 
school system are provided in the 
long-awaited amending bill to the 
School Act,’ brought down in the 
legislature by Premier William 
Aberhart in his capacity as min- 
ister of education. 

The bill will come up for sec- 
ond reading in the near future, 
when a debate on principle is 
expected to take place. 

Consisting of no fewer than 20 
pages of printed material, the bill 
is the heaviest piece of legislation 
brought down at the current ses- 
sion, 

Due primarily to the fact that the | 
government members have caucus- 


ed on the bill, there is not expected | 


to be any great volume of speaking 
on it from government benches al- 
though it is known that several 
government back-benchers have in- 
dicated they will have something 
to say when the debate is reached 

Of the many sections in the bill, 
13 are devoted to minor amend- 
ments, 


NON-RESIDENT FEES 

Section 14 provides for a re-draft 
of the section relating to fees which 
may be chargeable by a school 
board for the tuition of children of 
non-residents, reducing the amount 
of such fees and it makés.specia! 
provision for the fees chargeable 
in respect of higher grade tuition 

In Section 15 of the bill, there is 
enacted a new part providing for 
the establishment of school divi- 
sions, consisting of a number of 
school districts and there is set out 
in detail the method of establish- 
ment and the powers, duties and 


functions of the board of a divi- | 


sion and the board of an included 
school district respectively, the 
constitution of the board of a divi- 
sion and the provisions governing 
the operation and administration of 
a school division. 

The right of any minority of elec- 
tors in any district whether Pro- 
testant or Roman Catholic, to es- 
tablish a separate school in any dis- 
trict as provided for in the original 
draft of the Act, is fully protected 
under the new amending bill. 


CAN CONSOLIDATE 


: Under sections governing consol- 
idation of rural school districts, the 


| minister of education may by order, 


constitute a school division, consist- 
ing of any number of rural public 
School districts, not being districts 


wholly or partially included in a 
consolidated district, where condi- | 
tions prevailing are such that it 


appears desirable in the interests of 
education to do so, or if it 
requested by 
of the majority of school districts 
in a proposed division 

Every school division shall 
divided by the minister by 
constituting the division into not 
less than five sub-divisions, con- 
sisting of school districts included 
therein and every such school dis- 
trict shall be included in a sub. 
division. 

The minister is also given the 
right to include in an established 
division, any one person or more 
public school districts and include 
the same in subdivision, if it

We need more houses 
built in Edmonton to house the growing popu- 
lation 

Before the Bennett government went out 
of office, it appropriated $10,000,000 for the 
purpose of encouraging the building of homes 
in Canada, Any prospective home-builder is to 


get 80 per cent. of the value of his new home 
loaned to him at five per cent. He need only 
put up 20 per of the cost himself. 

The mortgage to 80 per cent. of the value of 
he home is to be provided in the following pro- 
portions by the federal government and any of 
the approved lending institutions—20 per cent.

by the federal government and 60 per cent. by 
the loan company. As the government lends 
its 25 per cent. of the mortgage money to the 
loan company at 3 per cent., the yield to the 
loan company from the 5 per cent. mortgage 
will be nearer 6 per cent 

The scheme has special value to Alberta, 
where the eastern loan companies in recent 
years refused to lend money on building mort- 
gages, professing fear lest provincial legislation 
impair their powers to enforce collection. A 
letter from an eastern mortgage concern refus- 


ing to lend money for fear of provincial legis- 


lation was printed recently in this column. It 
is typical of letters from a dozen other com- 
panies Fi 

Under the federal housing plan the federal 
government becomes a party to the mortgage, 
which thereby becomes non-assailable by pro- 
vincial legislation. With the federal govern- 
ment as a joint party, no mortgage company 


need fear interference by provincial legislation. 

A few days ago two returns were tabled in 
the House of Commons. One showed that one 
out of every ten persons in Canada is on relief. 
‘The other showed that outside of Ontario and 
Quebec, not a cent from the federal housing 


scheme had been loaned, There is no office or 
agent in Alberta—or any other western prov- 
ince—to deal with federal mousing loans. 


When the netsind plan was before the House, 
it was stated that a shortage of 50,000 homes 
existed in Canada. One builder in Edmonton 
has orders for 33 houses. But he cannot pro- 
ceed with a single one of them, because the 
federal government has no office here to handle 
the housing loans. Hundreds of houses are 
awaiting the opening of an office in Alberta 

Every house built employs more than the 
builders. It means work to men in lumbering 
and milling, men in quarries and brickyards, 
men in cement works and coal] mines, men en- 
gaged in making hardware, lead, copper, paint, 
varnish, plumbing and electrical fixtures. It is 
ridiculous to hold up these loans in the western 
pi nees while men needing work are on relief

Mouth Digestion 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Some of you have practiced chewing your 
food at least 30 times before swallownig it. 
Health teachers in the civilized countries all 
over the world have been teaching people to 
masticate more thoroughly. Horace Fletcher 
taught the layman through various books, the 
necessity for masticating food 
well, and his name has gone 
down in history as the fore- 
most exponent of the art of 
chewing. The word “fletcher- 
ize’ is now found in all stand- 
ard dictionaries. 

The chemical action taking 
place in the mouth is this: 
the digestive fluid of the 
mouth contains a ferment of 
enzyme called ptyalin, which 
has the chemical power to 
change starch into sugar or maltose. Only 
5 per cent of the entire starch digestion takes 
place in the mouth, but this is a most important 
part of such digestion and is equal in many 
ways to the other 95 per cent, which takes place 
in the small intestine. If the starch is properly 
mixed with the saliva it is changed just enough, 
so that when it passes through the stomach it 
is then ready for the digestive juices of the in- 
testine to work upon. 

Starch must be digested by an alkaline me- 
dium and the acid of the stomach only inter- 
feres with this digestion; consequently if the 
starch is somewhat changed before it reaches 
the stomach, the stomach acid will not have so 
pronounced an effect upon it. 

There is no doubt but that when food is en- 
joyed it will digest more readily, and will be 
assimilated more completely. When food is 
chewed properly a finer flavor will be devel- 
oped, as the starch in the food is changed to 
maltose, and consequently the food will have 
a more enjoyable taste. 

One of the greatest objections to cooked 
foods is that they encourage hasty swallowing, 
whereas raw foods require more thorough mas- 
tication before they may be swallowed in com- 
fort. 

If you completely masticate your food you 
will find that you will eat much less. Many 
digestive troubles will be avoided by this simple 
practice of thorough mastication, which will cut 
down the quantity of food taken. 

Mastication should be practised diligently if 
only to give the teeth exercise, as the blood will 
not circulate freely in the teeth unless they are 
vigorously used. It is well known that those 
tribes whose members use enough food of the 
type which requires plenty chewing, have 
strong, firm teeth. 

One of the best of health habits to form is 
the habit of chewing your food adequately. 
Certainly, that practice is going to prepare the 
food better for later digestion, whereas if you 
form the harmful habit of swallowing your food 
halfchewed, your digestion is bound to suffer 

The only exception to this is meat. Probably 
the digestion of meat takes place about as well 
when meat is swallowed in larger pieces eas it 
does when it is finely chewed. I find it a good 
plan to call to the attention of patients, the de- 
sirability of “chewing” milk, which means that 
each mouthful is to be moved around freely 
within the mouth. Churning the milk about in 
the mouth in this manner will help to prevent 
the formation of large milk curds in the stom-

ach, as must occur when milk is swallowed in 
large gulps. 

To play safe, take plenty of time to chew 
each food at the meal. It is folly to hurry 


through a meal in five minutes and then spend 
an hour complaining about the indigestion pro- 
duced through eating in too great a hurry. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Homer T. inquires: “What 
capacity of the normal] stomach?” 
ANSWER: This question is very hard to 
answer definitely due to the fact that the size 
of the stomach varies so greatly within normal 
limits. However, the capacity of the average 
stomach varies between five and eight pints. 

QUESTION: Mrs. K. L. W. writes: “I re- 
member reading a magazine article which 
stated that high blood pressure is the fashion- 
able disease in Europe today. I would like to 
know if you read the article?” 

QUESTION: Mrs. T. T. inquires: “You told 
someone about a simple test he could use for 
finding out if the stomach is prolapsed or fallen. 
Will you please explain this test to me?” 

ANSWER: A simple home test which may be 
used to find if the stomach is prolapsed is to 
drink one pint of ice water first thing in the 
morning. Then take the backs of the fingers and 
run them over the left side of the abdomen 
In this way you will be able to feel the cold 
spot and will determine roughly, the position 
of the stomach. If the stomach has sagged sev- 
eral inches, the cold area will be felt very low

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1866 the people 
of Canada read in their news- 
papers that the United States had 


terminated the reciprocity treaty 
which had been in force from 
1855, having been signed in 1854 
The re-raising of the tariff bar- 


riers by Washington was not un- 
expected; indeed, a full year's 
notice had been given and Cana- 
dians knew that March 17, 1866, 
would see the end of reciprocity. 
The official reason given for the 
abrogation when made in 1865 
was that the Canadas had the 
best of the bargain, which wa 
not hard to understand since the 


United States had been for part 
of the time engaged in civil war. 
But later developments made it 
certain that the true reason for 


the cancellation of reciprocity was 
a desire to force the British prov- 
neces into becoming Americar 
ates Instead the effect wa 
exactly the reverse of what the 


—o— 


Americans intended. Faced with 
[ the exclusion of their products 
from the states, and invaded by 
Fenians, the people of Canada got 
together and forgot all their dif- 


ferences in a determination to 
remain British at all costs. Even 
after the first Fenian raid had 
been nipped in the bud on the 
| Niagara frontier a bill was intro- 
| duced into the House of Repre- 
| sentatives on July 2, 1866, pro- 
| viding for “The admission of the 


States of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Canada East and Can- 
ada West and for the organization 
f the Territories of Seikirk, Sz 
katchewan and Co umbia.” That 
| bill was referred to the committee 
on foreign relat ons and was not 
dealt with 


at that session. The 
next year the Dominion of Can- 
ada was born, and Canada was 
saved to the Br h Empire, the 
American bluff having been 
called

The Unorganized Will 


| To Peace 


By R, T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


: Organization will beat disorganization every time. The will 
to war is highly organized, and the organization is kept at fever 
heat by flag-waving and appeals to patriotism and alarms as to 
the intentions of other nations. 


Enormous profits in the abnormal quantities of munitions 
and merchandise used in wartime keep alive the will to war 
based on dollar worship. In this connection search has been 
made for record of a great army or a great navy, raised and 
equipped only for defence, and which never fought, having pre- 
served peace by preparedness, 


No record of any such non-fighting army or navy has been 
found; go it seems certain that there is no such thing as having 
a large army or a large navy without fighting. War then becomes 
the certainty. 


The will to war has another great advantage in being a defi- 
nitely constructive force, Rewards being certain, there are al- 
Ways great numbers of scientists and technicians working out 
improved war equipment; and rivalries between nations give ac- 
tive markets for war machines. This in turn creates much em- 
pioyment and the ready money in current wages blinds ihe gen- 
eral public to the truth that for the young people in any nation, 
preparedness for war really means war, which is a method of 
suicide for the young. 


The organized will to war has devoted a great deal of suc- 
cessful effort to undermining the League of Nations. Pleas for 
avoidance of foreign entanglements are one of the stock uproars 
used by classes of people who want to make money out of prepa- 
ration for war and out of war. In order to keep these avenues 
of profit open, every effort must be made, and is made, to keep 
nations out of the League of Nations, and to bring about with- 
drawals by nations originally members. 


The great truth is purposely obscured that once the League 
had a membership of all the nations in the world there could not 
be any foreign entanglement; because an entanglement necessarily 
involved taking sides as between two or more disputing or fight- 
ing nations, 


As against all these highly organized and fully financed 
forces, anxious to bring about war for profit, there is only the 
unorganized will to peace based on ideals of the families of the 
world for health, security, and the pursuit of happiness. 


President Washington of the United States gave utterance 
fo warnings against foreign entanglements because he knew in 
his day they were based on force of arms and they led to war. 
The President had not before him and was not considering any 
world organization for peace and to end war. The use of his de- 
clarations so as to bring about a national isolation of war pre- 
paration and war, and to prevent peace, is blasphemy. 


So far as political and material forces are concerned the out- 
look is for war, and for murder of the young on a universal scale. 
It is not as though any question of principle were involved. The 
forces leading to war are motivated by desire for power and 
profit; masking these desires under wails against foreign en- 
tanglements and yowls of patriotism. War is an entanglement 
which extends its own tentacles, and cannot be kept out by any- 
thing except a League of Nations strong enough to control the 
world. 


The prospects for this world control are only contained in 
the unorganized will to peace—and it may take another world 
disaster to bring efficient peace organization. One is reminded 


of the saying of Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll: 
“In the night of death hope sees a star: 


“And listening love can hear the rustle of a wing.” 

War is truly the night of death; and a world efficient organ- 
ization for peace is still a world ideal, shining dimly through the 
smokescreen maintained by dictators and war profiteers—a goal 
which must be reached to put an end to the murder of the young.

Harold Loeb Says Poverty 
Caused by Defects in 
Distribution 


That any reasonable people would 
regulate production by the needs of 
the people and issue money tickets 
on that production is the considered 
opinion of Harold Loeb, authority 
on Technocracy and director of the 
Continental Committee, New York, 
who addressed an audience in Mc- 
Dougall church Tuesday night. J. 
8. Cowper was chairman. 

“The poverty of past ages has 
been caused as a result of inherent 
defects in production. It was neces- 
sary because production was unable 
to keep up with needs. Today we 
are faced with a different situation 
we find that our poverty is based 
on stupidity and not a poverty 
based upon the lack of things in the 
world of nature,” the speaker 
stated, 


FOUND OUT MUCH 

“As director of a survey known 
@s the National Survey of Poten- 
tial Product capacity, financed by 
the United States government, I 


found out many interesting things. 
I had a staff of 16 expert engineers 
and economists working with me as | 

/ 


well as 48 assistants and we worked 
for a period of 16 months to de- 
termine what the potential product 
capacity of the United States was. 
We found out some startling facts. 

“We live in two distinct worlds, 
the objective world of nature and 
the subjective world of institutions. 
The first is fixed the second is 
subject to change. With these ideas 
in mind we must make a scientific 
approach to economic problems. It 
is necessary to find out facts; to) 


base conclusions on these facts and | 


to check the conclusions back 
against these facts," Mr. Loeb 
claimed, 


ESTABLISHED ESSENTIALS 


“Our thought was to do this in 
our survey. The first thing was to 
deal with productivity. We estab- 
lished what was needed as essen- 
tials by the people of the country. 
This included, food, shelter, cloth- 
ing, recreation, medical care and 
so on, and then we figured out 
whether or not the country could 
produce these things. In order to 
be conservative, we based our es- 
timates on present equipment, | 
much of which is obsolete, and| 
upon actually available supplies. 
We also took the customary labor 
force in the country instead of the 
total labor force. Our findings were | 
that no one needs to go hungry in 
this country or go without the es- 
sentials of life. The fault is not in| 
nature; the fault is in management, 
and there is something wrong with 
the way we run our institutions,” 
the speaker claimed, 

“We found in housing, with pre- 
sent equipment and labor, we could 
build one and a half million homes 
a year; in 1929 half a million were 
built, We could rehouse America 
in 67 years. We found there were 
enough competent doctors to look} 
after all the people in United States. 
We found there were enough teach- | 
ers available to give three times the 
standard of education given today. 
And we found that there were 
enough recreational activities to 
look after the whole nation twice 
over 

“These are facts about physical 
production which are objective and 
are indisputable. The trouble to- 
day is we regulate the physical 
world of production by institu- 
tional mcans of tickets and when 
men are put out of work less tick- 
ets are in their possession and pro- 
duction slows up at a time when 
it should be increasing. Prices 
have fallen 20 per cent in the de- 
pression. Production has fallen 80 | 
per cent, 

REGULATE PRODUCTION 

“It is impossible to go back to 
the open market system of 1830, 
It will be necessary to accept the 
regulation of production for those 
goods that can be produced in re- 
quisite amounts. Abundant goods 
must be made by regulation; scar- 
city goods can still be made by 
private enterprise for private en- 
terprise is predicated on scarcity 
and is useful where problem hasn't 
been solved as regards production, 
for it provides initiative to solve 
the problem but it has no place in 
an economy of abundance. 

“The present task is to get the 
idea across so that when another 
crisis occurs there will be trained 
men who understand these funda- 
mental cencepts to take over and 
banish poverty,’ Mr. Loeb stated 
in conclusion, 


Must Discard Old

A certain amount 
of limitation of entry into certain 
professions would probably be 
needed, but beyond setting the 
number of applicants which could 
be accepted in any industry or pro- 
fession at one time, the speaker did 
not consider it probable that inter- 
vention would be necessary. “At 
any rate,” he said, “there would ex- 
ist as much freedom in selecting 
your employment as there exists 
under the present system where 
one almost has to feel grateful for 
even the lowliest form of occupa- 
tion.” 


MUST BE KEPT SCARCE
